backbone of the fleet. Next in importance to it, “for the general purposes 
of war on the sea,” the General Board of the Navy ranks the destroyer. 


The events of the European war 
have given ample support to the 
‘Doard’s judgment. From the begin- 
ging destroyers have guarded the 
British battle fleet in the North Sea 
from surface and underwater tor- 
pedo attack. They have been the 
most effective weapons against sub- 
marines, Led by scout cruisers, their

The German force con- 
sisted of three battle cruisers, the ar- 
mored cruised Bluecher, six light cruis- 
ers and some destroyers. The Germans 
turned and the British destroyers pur- 
sued, followed by their battle cruisers. 
At a distance of about 10 miles the bat- 
tle cruiser Tiger opened fire and a run- 
ning fight began, which ended in the 
sinking of the Bluecher, with 635 offi- 
cers and men and the serious injury of 
two of the German battle cruisers. Dur- 
ing the action the German déstroyers 
emitted vast. volumes of smoke from 
their funnels in order to obscure the 
movement of their cruisers. The Brit- 
ish casualties were very slight. One of 
their battle cruisers and one destroyer 
were disabled and towed into port. 

Count von Reventilow, the German 
naval critic, says feelingly, ‘‘The tor- 
pedo boat (destroyer) is the subma- 
rine’s worst enemy.” 

Locating a Submarine. 
HERE are several reasons for the 
a, effectiveness of destroyers working 
together in close patrol over speci- 
fied stretches of sea. A submarine must 
expose its periscope in order to sight 
its target and take aim. This instru- 
ment is essentially a revolving, right- 
angled telescope, which views but a 
| section of the horizon at one time. It 
has many forms, but in most, if not all 
of them, the enemy vessel is first ‘picked 
up” by a magnifying lens on the eye- 
piece, and then, with the magnifier re- 
moved, the speed and course af the 
target are estimated by normal vision. 
All of this takes a brief, but appreciable 
time, during which an alert destroyer, 
sighting the periscope from its bridge. 
can either leap to the spot and ram the 
submarine or else shoot its periscope 
away. 

Again, for submerged running, the sub- 
marine must charge its storage batter- 
les by operating its oil engines on the 
surface for six or eight hours. These 
éngines, like those used in the early 
automobiles, are still imperfect and ex- 


| ceedingly noisy. Sounds carry far on a 


still night at sea and the racket made 
by her machinery will draw destroyers 
to the submarine like moths to an arc 
light. 

When the war began Germany was 
credited officially with 31 submarines. 
Despite a year of feverish building night 
and day, she is now said to have only 
about 70 in commission. She has lost 
fully a score, if not many more, by de- 
stroyers and engine breakdowns. The 
latter would explain the intermitten¢ 
way in which the submarine blockade 
has been pressed.

population of Germany and Austria united ° is 
about 120 millions; six millions represent 5 per 
cent. If after a year of war, after having suffered 
such great losses, the German empires still suc- 
ceed in holding 5 per cent of the population under 
arms, a soldier for every 20 people, inchiding old 
men, women and children, it is already almost 
more than. we could suppose, especially if we do 
not wish to admit that the German empires are 
already reduced to using their extreme reserves. 
So already the forces of “the quadruple” in West- 
ern Europe alone equal or are almost the equal 
of the entire forces of the two Teuton empires. 

The enormous mass of Russians still remain. 
How does it then happen that the war lasts so 
long; and that the two Teuton empires balance 
the forces of their adversaries and at certain mo- 
ments, like the present, seem to be getting on 
top? 

Because the forces of “the quadruple,” although 
larger, are scattered and badly distributed, while 
those of the Austro-Germans are united and gath- 
ered in central position. The forces of which. “the 
quadruple” disposes are too numerous in com- 
parison with the places they have to operate, so 
that a part of them remains inactive. 


The Alps, in fact, in great party defend Austria 
against the preponderance of the Italian forces; 
and the great trenches-which the Germans con- 
structed from the sea to Switzerland permit them 
to hold back the Franco-English army with minor 
forces. They cannot take advantage of their 
superiority in a frontal attack so well as they 
could by an enveloping movement. As to the 
Servians, they are not numerous enough to try 
an efficacious offensive alone against Austria. 
So the German empires, although threatened on 
the south and west by great forces, can hold them 
while they throw themselves in Russia with su- 
perior forces. 

SAVING OF SIX MONTHS , 
WOULD AVERT GREAT LOSS 
HE conclusion is evident. As the German 
T empires diminish their forces in time, the 
Quadruple Entente will win. The Alps 
will be crossed by the Italians: the trenches of 
the Germans in Lorraine, Flanders and Belgium 
will be broken through by the Franco-English: 
the Servians will enter Austria and the Russians 
will again invade from the east. But it is diffi- 
cult to foresee how much time will be fiecessary 
before the natural wearingout of the German and 

Austrian forces will produce this effect. 

Now time is a precious element for the genera) 
interest of civilization, and six months less of war 
may signify the saving of immense losses. If 
time is to be saved it seems there is no other way 
but to send the superfluous forces in the western 
and southern fronts and put them on other fields 
so as to compel the Germans to take away some 
of their troops now in the Russian front and 
lengthen their lines, which would, of course, 
weaken them. 

Is this possible? I cannot reply to this ques- 
tion, which only the commanding officers and 
those directing the war can answer. Public opin- 
fon has certainly imagined this situation in a 
confused way.

Constanti- 
nople will not merely bring down in 
its fall the last remaining walls of Os- 
manli empire in Europe, it will mean 
the complete breakdown of the most 
ambitious, the most colossal, of all the 
German bids for a place in the‘sun. It 
will be the end of the dream, still cher- 
ished in Berlin, only now beginning to 
lose its power to awaken apprehension 
in London, Paris and Petrograd of a 
German advance along the road of Al- 
éxander the:Great from the Bosphorus 
to the Eugitrates, from Byzantium to 
Pagdad, and beyond to the‘frositiers of 
India itself. :

T is this aspect of the fate of Con- 
| stantinople that has a permanent 


interest and value and deserves 2 | 


passing notice even now when the jm- 
mediate interests of battle are upper- 
most in all minds. 

Achieving her unity only in 1871, Ger- 
many came too late into the field to 
share in the partition of the better por- 
tions of the globe available for colo- 
nization. In Africa Great Britain had 
by conquest and colonization laid the 
foundation of empire at the Cape and 
was already concentrating her atten- 
tion on Egypt, while between her color 
was the most frequent. France had oc- 
cupled Algeria since 183%, was about to 
take Tunis, and from the north, the 
west and the south was already pre- 
paring to begin those wonderful colo- 
nial expeditions which were to carry 
her color from Algiers to the Congo, 
from the Syrtes to the Pillars of Her- 
cules. 

In Asia there was still less promise. 
Great Britain in India and the Straits, 
France in Indo-China, had made their 
supremacy beyond question. Australia 
and New Zealand were. British, the 
Americas were closed by the Monroe 
Doctrine. For many yea Germany 
was to contest with her h and 
French rivals for African colonies, but 
that race was lost before it began and 
the fact was not hidden to German ob- 
servers. They had conte too late. 

But in the east of Europe, south of the 
Dahube and stretching across the 
‘straits into Asia Minor and beyond, 
there was a field for Germany. It had 
a double advantage; it could be reached 
through Austria, an ally, not a rival, 
without crossing the seas. It was then 
9pen to German armies, while the con- 
quest of African colonies remained im- 
possible while British naval suprem- 
acy was assured. It was, too, a natur- 
al and easy line of advance, once the 
little Balkan peoples were brushed aside 
and they could offer no real resistance 
to Austro-German might; and in Asia 
Minor there was a world, once the cen- 
ter of prosperity and civilization, now 
become almost a desert, but still rich 
in all the possibilities of industrial and 
commercial life.

At 
avout this time it became apparent that the Bal- 
kan states were preparing to attack the Ottoman 
empire, and the porte hastily assented to Italy’s 
terms. Italy “temporarily” retained the Aegean 
islands, promising to return them as soon as 
Tripoli was pacified.

The 
war is yet to be won, but it is neces- 
sary to recognize that while the battle 
in Europe is being waged on fields fa- 
‘miliar to all there is being fought in 
the obscurer regions where Europe and 
Asia touch the battle which means as 
much to Germany as did the struggle in 
America to France and England. At 
Constantinople as at Quebec a great em 
pire and a magnificent colonial dream 
are at stake. The German place in the 
sun is being won or lost.

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TEACHER TELLS OF 
WAR IMPRESSIONS 


Invisibility, Keynote of Present 
Strife, He Says in Letter 
to Friend Here. ~* 


BATTLES ARE TO BE HEARD 


Field of Action Looks Like Or- 
dinary Field Until Explo- 
sions Begin to Occur,

f deer following letters were sent 


The writer of this letter was a teach- 
er of the French language in St. Louis 
for several years and departed from 
this city for his native land at the out- 
break of the war. 

: 10 Miles Northwest of Reims, Aug. 
2, 1915.—My Dear Friend—You ask me 
to give you an idea of what war looks 
like; you say you are curious to know 
what we are doing and how things are 
going with us. I'll try to satisfy your 


curtosity. 
Here, like everywhere at the front, 
the main care is to be invisible. 
Invisible the trenches, invisible the 
parallels leading to the advanced 
trenches, invisible the shelters agains: 
bombardment, invisible the air bomb- 
throwing machines, invisible the artil- 
lery, invisible the relief troops and re- 
serves, invisible the roads through 
which come ammunitions, foods and 
supplies. 
Everybdy and everything has to be 
invisible; that’s the main rule. 
In a field several miles square, where 
are stationed five battalions and 530 ar- 
tilery guns, not a man, not a gun can 
be seen. The only thing a careful ob- 
server may notice, in daytime, will be 
some serpentine lines looking like very 
narrow country roads, newly built, run- 
ning through the green fields. But this 
will be an exception; most of the time, 
the field will look to him the most nat- 
ural field he ever witnessed. And yet, 
just in front of him are several thou- 
sand men waiting to attack and maybe 
100 artillery guns ready to spit death. 
The Mysterious Noises, 
Suddenly bullets whistle, guns make 
an awful noise, air bombs shake the 
air like a storm, the valley and the 
woods are filled up with terrific sounds, 
but nobody can say where it starts, 
where it comes from; one locates the 
target, but he can’t lecate with accu- 
racy the starting point. 
Everything ahd everybody is invisible 
this is an underground war. 

On the firing line the advanced 
trenches are hidden under trees’ 
branches, the cattlement’s hqgjes are 
concealed by leaves and bushes on tae 
outside, a black shade closes the hole 
on the inside, so the shadow of a man 
walking in the trench and passing in 
front of several cattiement’s holes wi’! 
not betray his presence to the sharp- 
shooter watching in the enemy's 
trenches. 

The rest rooms, shelters against bom- 
bardment, are a few yards behind the 
trenches excavated like a mine, three 
yards underground. If that’s not pos- 
sible they dig a hole six yards deep, 
several rows of tree 
trunks, sheet iron and yards of earth; 
on the top branches with leaves on con- 
ceal its view. - 

The parallels fromi the second line to 
the advanced trenches are two yards 
deep, very narrow, never straight, but 
with many elbows at right angles, 49 
as to limit the deadly effects of an ar- 
tillery shell falling in the parallel. Qa 
each side branches are fixed in the 
ground to conceal the sunken paths. At 
least five milés from the firing lines one 
has to walk through serpentine paral- 
lels two yards deep. 

The cannons are buried in large holes 
covered with tree trunks all around. 
™he outskirts of the woods are the most 
convenient places to conceal the can- 
nons. If necessary to put them in the 
fields ‘they select a stone pit or make 
one, covered and protected with - trees, 
sacks and earthen walls. so they be- 
come almost invisible. Fifty cannons 
would shoot around someone and he 
would be unable to locate one by sight: 
the noise would be terrific, every min- 
uté one shot would bé fired from every 
direction and nothing can be seen in 
daytime. 

Everybody Works—at Night. 
During the day we do not widve. The 
men on the fring line watch the re- 
serves in the rear, take a rest, but it 
night it is different, everybody worka 
The supply Wagons bring foods, am- 
munfions, tools, materiais, clothes; 
everything comes durin: the night. 

Tf there is a parallel to dig, som: 
barbed wire to fix in front of the line, 
reat rooms to build, cattlement’s holes 
to repair, cannons to move, all that 
is dene at night. 

We work during the night. we rest 
during the Gay, just like Broadway's 
chorus giris. 

The moon and the siars furnish us 
with the light, not mentioning the ro-

minute or two. All the work goes on 
without light, often by feeling around, 
but one learns quickly the way to see 
in the dark. 
The men are lively boys, co0d-.en,- 
ered, and furnish a wonderful! effort 
beverything asked of them, they do 
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Without rest. This is a peculiarity to 
the French soldier; he does pot./admit 
au order without giving advice about 
it. Most of the time he finds many 
a fault with the order given and pities 
himself to have such ar order to fill, 
but @8 soon as he starts to execute the 
order, what he has io do, he does it 
rallantly and puts in his task all his 
heart and all his skill. 
Grumbles—Then Fights. 
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start at night to relieve the troops on 
the firing line, he finds that it’s not 
his .turn to go, that it’s an abuse to send 
always the same regiment on the line, 
that other regiments next to him in the 
Same ‘“‘sectuer’’ stay always on reserve. 
Fut, just the same, he gues there and the 
minute he puts his foot in the ~ad- 
Vanced trenches he watches carefully 
and is ready to affront any danger. 

If the attack happens, he goes on 


If the order comes -to be ready to'thoroughly with only one thought; send

the enemy's trenches. Under an ava- 
lanche of bullets and shells, he goes 
ahead, follows his chief, does not spare 
his strengtli nor his life, and jokes all 
the time. 

But if one wants to judge the French 
soldier, he has to see him behind the 
firing line, in the rear when he is no 
more a fighter, but a workingman.

eating on the firing line is bad, but no- 
allel where they are walking {s so nar- 
row one can hardly walk with such a 
burden; will they have to walk until 
daylight; one should light up the street's 
lighta it’s too dark to walk, and so on, 
until they reach the place where they 
have to work. 


Need No Watchers. 


Then starts the work. Silently the 
stakes are solidly fixed in the ground 
the barbed wires fastened to these. 
Some dig, others shovel and the work 
goes on right and quick. Then climbs a 
roman candle, everybody throws himself 
down, waiting until the light comes out 
and the work starts again until done. 
Very often bullets come their way; lay- 
ing flat on the ground they wait a few 
moments and they start again to work, 
because the work has to be done before 
daybreak. Nobody has to watch them, 
they know it must be done and they put 
their pride to be through before dawn; 
they work faithfully, like they fight 
gallantly. 

Working and fighting goes on, hand 
by hand. One opens the way to the 
other and the men know it. They work 
and fight with the same spirit and the 
same courage. 

As So0n as the appearing light in the 
sky shows the night will be soon over, 
then it’s time to go home. 

Here a home, to be good, has to have: 
a high ceiling and a thick and strongly 
built roof. 

In the advanced trenches one sleeps 
in holes digged in the two sides just 
big enough to squat, the knees against 
the chin, ready to jump out at first 
call and take his place next to his gun, 
which remains all the time in a firing 
position in the battlement’s hole. 


Safe From the Shells. 


Ten yards behind, one finds the shel- 
ters against bombardment. There sleep 
the troops ready to reinforce the men 
in the trenches. In each shelter there 
is room.for 20 men: they can stand up; 
the roof, two yards from the floor, is 
made of two rows of trees covered 
with a thin sheet of iron, on this two 
feet of earth and two more rows of 
trees, then a thick sheet iron and some 
more earth, with branches on top. A 
cannon shell will explode on such a 
roof without other effect than to throw 
earth and sand on the inhabitant. 

Where the reserves are and for five 
miles behind the line in the woods or 
along the roads, one will see every 
kind of a cabin. Every one is under- 
ground, some are large, some are small, 
gsome are strongly builded, some are 
just holes covered with branches. From 
the small hole, where, at the start of 
the war, one had to walk in on his 
knees and pass the day and the night 
lying down on a damp floor, and most 
of the time with his feet in water up 
to the ankle, to the big, large and 
strongly protected tunnel built with 
steel roof and covered with tree trunks, 
sand, sacks and sheet iron, one can 
select along the miles of streets an un- 
derground home to his fancy. 

Today 30 men can sieep safely and 
slmost comfortably under one of these 
well-protected roofs. Fifteen sleep on a 
thick etraw bed isolated from the ground 
by boards; in an upper bed, on a spring 
made of crossed wires, ttc kind used to 
close poultry yards, and covered with 
straw, 15 more can take a good sleep. 
The entrance at the en) of a parallel, 
always small and narrow, gives light 
and air. One can stand up.and is safe 
and comfortable. These look like pal- 
aces, when one rememuoc«rs the nights 
passed in sand holes with the roof leak- 
ing and two inches of water on the 
floor, last Nevember. 

These homes are furn:shed with the 
furniture left in .the villages around. 
Every inhabitant ran .way a long time 
ago; ther is nothing left, just piles of 
atones and walis. The furniture is safe 
fn the woods and very useful to the 
soldiers. I do not recommend to leave 
furnithre in care of soldiers as a usual 
‘wray; its safer to put them in a stor- 
age house. But it was better to put 
those in our homes in the woods than 
to leave them to be torn to pleces by 
the bombardment. 

One will find every kind of rurniture in 
our homes: antique and modern, old 
and new mattresses, chiuirs, arin choirs, 
settees, looking giasses, portieres, wash- 
siands, ctce, Even a covking stove, two 
yards long, weighing hui’ a ton, coming 
from a village six mile: distant, can 
be seen in the woods. 

It was a hard task to carry it, but 
eating is so important a thing here 
that a soldier will do almost anything 
when it comes to eating. io 

As a rule we have plenty tc eat and

$50,000,000 CHRISTMAS GOODS 
FOR U. $. HELD IN GERMANY 


Novelties for Coming Season’s Trade 
Can’t Be Delivered Because of 
British Blockade. 


BERLIN, via London, Aug, 28.—Amer- 
ican business men in Germany are tak- 
ing the .gloomiest view of the fate of 
great quantities of goods.ordered in Ger- 
many for the American Christmas trade. 
Orders totaling about $50,000,000 for 
toys, Bohemian glassware, bronzes, 
Christmas cards and optical specialties 
had been placed, mostly last autumn, 
for summer delivery, it is stated. The 
articles are all of a seasonal value and 
become virtually valueless unless deliv- 
ered immediately. However, the Brit- 
ish order in council, although not ef- 
fective when the orders for the goods 
were placed, prevents such a delivery.

BRITISH WILL: FIGHT GERMAN 
GAS BOMB ATTACKS WITH FIRE 


Sir Hiram Maxim’s Invention. Will 
Start Blaze and Drive Deadly 
Fumes Above Heads of Men. 
LONDON, Aug. 2.—The British army 
plans t6 fight the German gas attacks 
with fire. This is the scheme recom- 
mended by a committee of inventors 
headed by Sir Hiram Maxim, who has 
designed a simple apparatus which the 
Government is now testing. The object 
of the apparatus is to cause large and 
rapidly spréading fires by means of 
epecially-designed incendiary bombs 
thrown in the path of the advancing gas 
at a distance of several hundred yards. 
By this means, since the heating of the 
air must cause an upward current, it is 
expected to drive the gas up out of 

harm’s way.

Some rear guards 
which were left behind with machine 
guns to retard the Austro-German 
advance, have been overwhelmed and 
captured, but the guns, munitions 
and main forces invariably have kept 
out of reach of the relentless pur- 
suit. 
Russians May Make Stand. 

Whether the Russians will be able 
to make a stand in the new position 
which they are said to have prepared,’ 
the next few days should tell. There 
are reports that reinforcements are 
being sent from the east to the 
western and Servian fronts, but mili- 
tary writers express the opinion that 
s0 long as the Russian armies re- 
main intact, it would be dangerous 
for the Austrians and Germans to 
detach troops for operations  élse- 
where. Now that the fortresses are 
reduced the big guns might be moved 
to some other field of operations.

GERMANS TO TRY - 
NOW TO DESTROY 
RUSSIA'S ARMIES 


Work of the Big Guns Done, 
Cavairy to Gain Its

The fall of Brest-Litovsk is robbed of 


the importance it would otherwise have 
had hy the fact that its fate was settled 
with the capture of Kovno last week 
and its evacuation was inevitable. With 
the decision to leave Warsaw, the Rus- 
sians finally embarked upon a policy of 


retreat, to which they have rigidly ad- 
hered since. 

If the purpose of the Gerfmans were 
‘polely to acquire territory which would 
give them an advantageous military 
frontier in the east, then the taking of 
Brest is the culminating circumstance in 
a campaign successful beyond all par- 
allel in the history of the present War. 
But we all know that the Russian army, 
not a position, is the objective of Aus- 
tro-German strategy—and this has not 
‘yet been reached. 

Take the case of the German invas- 
‘on of France a year ago. The battles 
of: Mons, Charleroi and Neufchateau 
made a‘breach in the first ine of French 
defenses, of which Lille, Maubeuge, 
Givet, Mezieres and Longwy were the 
tnore important fortresses. It was then 
belteved the French would stand on the 
gecond line, which included La Fere, 
Laon and Rhiems.

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Dublins, First to Attempt Landing, Wiped Out 
and Following Regiments Suffered Terribly, 
Officer Writes—No Sleep tor 3 Days.

NEW YORK, Aug. 28—A letter 
written by a British officer, who now 
holds a prominent place within, the 
forces at the Gallipolf Peninsula, has 
been received in New York. 


im it be not disclosed. The letter with 
personal détails omitted, follows: 

“Well, by now you will have seen 
by the papers that we had a sight 


stiffer job to do than ,any of us 


thought, I will begin from the time 
we landed and tell you all we've 
been through. 

“On the 26th of April, Sunday, at 
dawn, the whole fleet began bom- 
barding the end~ of thé péninsula 
where We were to land. At 7 a. m. 
we began landing. The Dublins were 
in open boats towed by launches from 
meén-of-war, They were practically 
wiped out before our éyes, losing 
560 men and 21 officers. We were 
in a flat-bottomed collier and were 
beached on the sand. Unfortunately, 
it was shallower than they thought 
and we ran aground furthér out than 
was expected. We had to fin down 
@& fangway onto two lighters con- 
nectéad by a liféboat and then we 
had to jump into the séa up to our 
armpits and wade ashore. The Turks 
were heavily entrenched and had 
snipers in the gangwWay afd boats 
and a machine gun playing on the 
water where we had to jump in. 
About one man in evéry 10 got 
ashore without being hit. 

Every Officer in Company Hit. 
“H’s company went first. Every 
Officér was hit and nearly all the 
men. G went next, and all the of- 
ficers except W. were hit. J. and I 
went hext, btit only half our com- 
pany was sent, as they decided to 
wait. J. got dshore all right swim- 
ming, I wént déWn t6 the boats, 
which by now were full with dead 
and dying, and was sent back. 
“However, at midday I Wert ashore 
by myselW to join the Major, and threé 
men followed me. We lay all day under 
cover of a sthall tank about five feet 
high. At dusk, J. and I. collected all 
‘the men who were not hit (about # gut 
of 10) and we took up a kind of out- 
post position to cover the landing of 
the forces by night. Just as I had put 
out my sentry groups and was going 
reund them with J. he was hit in the 
throat. He was dead in a few minutes. 
That left me the senior officer on shoré. 
It was a hell of a hight. We landed 
the rest of the regiment and at dawn 
had what remained of us and one 
company of the Dublins and two com- 
panies of the Hants. I buried J. at 
dawn as I didn’t know what would 
happen to his bedy whet we advanced. 
“Our casualties were pretty stiff. W., 
an adjudant Was hit tn the leg; P. 
killed, hit In the head; Major. N. hit 
ix the chest, ana G. in the shoulder; 
H. an arm shattered; L. had his re- 
vyoivér shot into his side; R. shot in thé 
hands; L. shot in both legs (he’s lost 
one), and various ‘temporary’ gentle- 
men in the shape of new second lieu- 
tenants knocked out! 

Castie Is Stormed. 

“We had orders to storm a castle at 
8 o'clock. This we did with the bay« 
onet, but got hung up at a village 
which was full of snipers and machine 
guns. It took us till 2 p. m. before we 
captured the village, and lost heavily. 
At 2:80 o’clock we had the far side of 
the village and/ were right under a 
high hill with a redoubt on the top. 
The Turks were within ten and fifteen 
feet of us in a boat, and we fairly let 
them have it. Two fellow were recom- 
mended for the Victoria Cross that day, 
both killed since, ' 

‘We were in full possession of the 
hill by 56 p. m., 80 took up an out-posi- 
tion half a mile beyond it for the night 


.| During the night 2000 French troops 


arrived, and the next morning rélieved 
us. We were allowed no rest, however, 
and were pushed off to the left two 
mileg to entrench and act in reserve 
to the division which was advancing 
that night. . 

“The next morning we were sent on 
three miles to the trenches occupied 
during the previous evening, but on 
getting there we heard that there was 
ne ammunition in theefiring line, so 
we pushed on and reinforced them. 
“At 4 p.m. the French troops on our 
right began to fall back, so that at 8 
Pp. m a general retirement commenced. 
it Was hell. The firs was very heavy, 
but If we had not retired we éduld have 
taken a@ village calied Krithia and @ hill! 
called Achi Baba, which we haven't got 
yet. We fell hack to the old line of 
trenches and there dug in. Luckily the 
Turks did not attack, for we were ter 
ribly exhausted. _ . 
. “The next morning we advanced 1000 
yards and the whole division dug in, a 
long line of trenches from the sea to 
sea, with orders to hang at all costs 
till reinforcements arrived. The next 
few Gaye were damnable.

Wai 
got no sleep by night and were heavily 
ghelied by day. We killed thousands of 
Turks one night when they made an at- 
tack with 38,000 men.

“Poe next day we were busy making 
repairs to our trenchés. This went on 
for several days, the shelling stopped at 
dusk, and then a series of night attacks 
to tire us out. Wé wére much too few to 
attempt an advance, but after a bit some 
Gurkhas and Indian troops arrived. 

“The day befors yésterday a great 
advance was planned. The French 
pushed up on the right flank to near- 
ly a level with the British line, 80 
we charged on another 400 yards. 
At 4:30 in the evening we were sud- 
denly, ordered 6 advance and dig 
im as far as we conld. We were 
very few then. W. V, and, myself 
led the battalion, while T., who was 
the only other officer, remained with 
1600 men in support. We ran for- 
ward, and in a apuple of minutes, 
while advancing about 150 yards, my 
lot lost seven killed and 23 wounded 
straight dway. Poor V. was hit next 
to me, very badly. He got a bullet 
practically through his heart and it 
fthen turned and passed through both 
lungs. It was a marvelous escape. 
Ww. and I were both safe, though 
how anyone got through that fire 
was a marvel.

“At 1 am. what remained of the 
battallion (about 800 and threé officers, 
W., T. and myself) advanced in pitch 
darkness toward the Turkish lines. We 
had gone about 400 yards and had just 
reached our position when the Turks 
heard us @nd openes a heavy fire on 
us. We just lay down and dug as usual, 
trusting to luck. The place we were in 
was a cliff on the seashore, where a 
fortnight before the” K. O. & borders 
and South Wales borders, had landed 
the same day as we were cut up. 

Leave 700 Dead There. 

“After a fight lasting hours against 
many thousand Turks, they had to re- 
embark, leaving 700 dead of their own 
and about 1500 Turks and 17 officers. 
These bodies were still lying exactly as 
they fell We kept tripping up over 
these bodies, When the Turks opened 
fire we dug in where we were and when 
it got light I found myself lying next 
to the body of an awfully nice fellow in 
the K. O. 8S. B. whom I had seen at 
the opera in Malta, where we had a 
most cheery time together. I could only 
just recognize him and it was extremely 
unpleasant. There were many ears, but 
I could not recognize a,Lot. 


“At dawh we found we were In a 
hopeless position to be held, as wé Were 
enfiladed from two sides, so we were or- 
dered to retire to the original advance 
line. At 10 a m I and a subaitern of 
thé Dublins crept up by ourselves and 
did @ reconnaisance. We went half a 
thile along the cliff by goat tracks and 
finally crept up to within a few hundred 
yards of a Turkish trench: We eould 
hear the swines talking and saw them 
éating and cooking their food.

Cattle Dealers Now Convinced

No word having been received from the 
steamship Marowijne, which was due 
in New Orleans Aug. 16, from Central 
American points, two St. Loulsans are 
convinced that they saved their lives 
by deciding to surrender their reserva- 
tions.on the ship in Puerto Barrios, Gua- 
temala, and sail on another boat. 

S. T. Erskine of 6019 Washington boule- 
yard and E. T. Jones of the National 
Stockyards, who were in Guatemala 
superintending the shipment of a cargo 
of cattle to St. Louis, had arranged to 
return on the Marowlijne, but abandoned 
their plans and sailed tow days ahead of 
the Marowijne on the Craetheus. 

It was on the Marowijne that Dr. Ed- 
ward Nelson Tobey of 3634 Shenandoah 
avenue, Assistant City Bacteriologist, 
who had been in Central America on 4 
scientific investigation, sailed. 

Dr. Heury Burke on Vessel, 

Another passenger on the\ boat who 
is known in St. Louls was Dr. Henry 
Burke, an. inspector in the Bureau of 
Animal Industry in Washington. Dr: 
Burke was stationed at the St. Louis 
National Stockyards as chief inspector 
until 1910, when he was transferred to 
Washington. 

He was in Guatemala to inspect the 
cattle which Erskine \and Jones were 
shipping to St. Louis... Dr. Burke had 
intended to return to the United States 
on the cattle ship, Craetheus, but was 
taken sick just before it was ready to 
sail. 

This necessitated a ichange of plans 
by Erskine and Jones, who had intended 
remaining for the Marowijne, which was 
to sail two days later, They sailed on 
the cattle steamer and Dr. Burke waited 
for the Marow/ijne. | 

Hope for Ship Abandoned.

Advices from New Orleans are that the 
United Fruit Co., which owned the Ma- 
rowijne, had abandohed hope of hear- 
ing from it. Three naval vessels and 
the entire fleet of the United Fruit Co. 
steamers searched the gulf waters and 
did not find even a piece of wreckage. 

Arskine and Jones said the business 
of shipping Guatemala cattle to St. Louis 
had been profitablé and that they would 
continue the business. The cattle are 
brought from within fifteen miles of 
the Pacific coast in Guatemala to &t. 
Louis, a distance of 1900 miles.

Maharajah of Kapurthala, One 
of Richest of Indian Princes, 
on Ship in War Zone. 


LEFT NEW YORK SECRETLY 


Unusual Precautions Taken to 
Prevent His Being Captured 
and Held for Ransom. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 28.—Somewhere in 
the: dangerous waters that wash the 
- British Isles the steamship Rotterdam 
is nearing the port of Falmouth tonight, 
with an Indian Prince aboard whose 
chief apprehension is that he may be 
captured by the Germans and held for 
ransom. He is Jagatjit Singh Baha- 
éur, Maharajah of Kapurthala, whose 
rich principality les in the Punjab of In- 
dia, and reckoned one of the wealthiest 
and most powerful of Indian rulers. He 
galled secretly from this port Aug. 21, 
on his way back to his kingdom after a 
two months’ tour of the United States 
an4é Canada. 

With the Maharajah are his Queen, 
the Maharanee, a Spanish beauty whom 
he wed in Madrid five years ago; his 
secretary, M, Roy, a considerable reti- 
nue of servants, and an American girl, 
Miss Maggie Culjen, to whom the Ma- 
haranee took, a liking while in the 
West. 

Friends of the royal couple were very 
much afraid that German submarine 
commanders might hear of the Maha 
rajah’s departure from New York, were 
it published here, and, knowing of his 
great wealth, might lie in wait for the 
ship, take him off and hold him for 
ransom. ; 

In Seclusion Aboard Ship. 

To make certain that no one save 
a few close friends and officials 
should know of his plans, the Ma- 
harajah and his party boarded the 
getéeamer two days before she was to 
sail, and remained aboard in seclu- 
gion. They made the trip to the 
Hoboken pier at night, tn a closed 
automobile with drawn curtains, and 
after they were taken to their quar- 
ters in the royal suite the plier was 
closed until the vessel's departure 
to everyone not intending to sail. 
Meantime, to preserve outward ap- 
pearances, the Mahajarah’s summer 
residence, a big house on Long 
Isiand, rented for the season, was 
kept open as usual. 

. The Indian servants remained on 
the premises and those whom the 
Maharajah took back in his retinue 
were quietly replaced with others so 
that neighbors would not notice the 
change. To allay any suspicion of 
the Maharajah’s departure, an inter- 
view was given out in his name four 
days after he had sailed, telling that 
he preferred Broadway's lights to 
everything else. Thus, while he was 
in midocean, by the published state- 
ment attributed to him it was made 
to appear that he was still enjoying 
himself tn this‘ country. 

Rotterdam to Be Conveyed. 

Through the agency of the British 
Consulate-General here, it was re- 
ported, arrangements were made for 
a British cruiser to reach the Rot- 
terdam off Falmouth and convoy her 
through the submarine fields of op- 
eration to port. A special train will 
take the Maharajah to London from 
Falmouth and at the British capital 
a special guard of his own Ind@ian 
troops will be assigned to him. From 
London, in the course of time, the 
royal party will proceed leisurely 
back to India. 

The Maharajah and his. party 
reached this port on a visit to the 
United States May $ last. They have 
visited the chief American cities, in- 
eluding San Francisco, where they 
passed some time at the Panama- 
Pacific Exposition, and tn Canada.

SHOT TO PIECES IK 
MIDAIR NEAR PARIS 


French Aviators Guarding Capi- 
tal Turn Back Enemy Raiders 
and Bring One Down. 


——, 


By Associated Press. 

PARIS, Aug. 28.—Four German 
attempted to 
make a raid on Paris this morning. 
They’ were attacked by a French 
air flotilla and one of the German 
machines was shot to pieces in mid. 
air. 

The German machines crossed the 
French lines, flying at great height and 
driving toward Paris. When over a 
point north of the capital, they sighted 
a French air flotilla which was waiting 
for them and three of the German aero- 
planes wheeled about and headed for 
the German lines. Two of the German 
machines escaped, but one was out- 
distanced by its pursuers and was rid- 
dled by bullets.

GERMAN WARPLANEIAVIATOR GILBERT 


RETURNS 10 CAMP 
IN SWITZERLAND 


Ordered by French Government 
to Go Back to Place Where 
He Was Interned. 


PARIS, Aug. 28.—Eugene Gilbert, 
the French aviator who recently es- 
caped from Switzerland after being 
interned there, returned to Switzer- 
land and gave himself up tonight 
by order of the French Government. 
Gilbert landed in Switzerland after 
a raid on Friedrichshafen, an acci- 
dent having happened to the motor 
of his aeroplane. 


Eugene Gilbert arrived in Paris Aug. 
22 and reported for service at the French 
Ministry of War the following day. 
When first interned in Switzerland he 
yave his word not to attempt to escape. 
The enforced idleness preyed on his 
mind, it was said, and he took back his 
promise and‘ seized the first opportunity 
to get away. A friend provided a dis- 
guise and he went first to Lucerne, then 
to Geneva, and thence to Annemasse, 
in France. The order sending Gilbert 
back to Switzerland is supposed to be 
based upon messages received from 
Berne stating that the Swiss general 
staff declared that Gilbert had not taken 
back his promise,

HINGHAM, Mass., Aug. 28—John D. 
Long, forcer Secretary of the Navy and 
former Governor of Massachusetts, died 
at his home here tonight. 


Long was Secretary of the Navy dur- 
ing the Spanish-American War. It was 
he who is on record as having dis- 
patched the famous message of April 
25, 1898, to Commodore George Dewey at 
Hongkong. The message reads: 

‘“‘War has commencsd between Spain 
and the United States. Proceed at 
once to the Philippine Islands. Capture 
or destroy the Spanish. ships. Use the 
utmost endeavor.” 


Long was born in Buckfield, Me., in 


18388. He was graduated from Harvard 
in law, and settled in Boseon. He served 
four terms in the State Legislature, was 
Lieutenant-Governor, and in 1870 defeat- 
ed Gen. Benjamin F. Butler for Govern- 
or. He was twice re-elected and subse- 
quently sent to Congress for three terms.

Demelfi’s Dash to the Front. 


Though but little more than 18 years 
of age, and boxing less than three years, 


Demelfi is coming to the front very rap- 
idly in the bantam weight class. His 
bout with Burns on next Tuesday night 
will be his fifty-third. During the past 
summer he astonished critics in the Haat 
by out-boxing Johnny Solberg in a 10- 
round bout. 

Demelfi was born April 22, 1897, in 
Ansa, a small village about 60 miles 
south of Poh ger in the Southern part 
of Italy, and. in the Province of Po- 
lenza.

REO MAN DISCUSSES 
MIDSEASON CHANGES 


‘We completed the most syccessful 
year tin our history,” writes Richaré H. 
Scott, vice president and general man- 
ager of the Reo Moter Car Co., “when, 
on Aug. 20, our factory superintendent 
informed me that the lest car of the 1915 
series had been shipped.” This is the 
beginning of a letter to the Kardel Mo- 
to Car Co. of St. Louis, local Reo dis- 
tributors. 

“Our volume of business for the past 
-year has been & per cent more than 
the year previous and our growth has 
been steady from the day Reo was in- 
corporated—in 1906. 

“We have always underestimated—or 
if we did not underestimate, we under- 
produced—the Reo demand. This year 


y we fell short of the mark farther than 


ever before, and while it is a source of 
much gratification, it is aleo regrettable 
that for several weeks there will not be 
@ new Reo car for sale anywhere in the 
world. 

“During the past three months we 
have been unable to come anywhere 
near supplying the demands of dealers, 
and we were driven almost to our wit’s 
ends to allot the last few hundred cars 
in an equitable manner and prevent our 
dealers feeling that there was any fa- 
voritism. 

“Our original plans were such that thé 
factory run on material for the 1915 
models would be completed about the 
last of September, when the new models 
were to be announced and ready. In our 
efforts to meet the insistent demands 
of the last few months, however, we put 
on an extra night shirt ‘and that, of 
course used up the materials more 
rapidly. Despite the fact that we made 
several thousand more Reos than we 
originally planned, still the material was 
used up, before that for the new models 
was ready. As a result there is now 
a gap between production seasons when 
it is impossible to buy a new Reo. 

“Shipments of the new models will 
begin Sept. 15 and as our announcement 
will appear on Sept. 12 we anticipate an 
avalanche of orders for them. However, 
when they do come they will come pret- 
ty rapidly. 

“By the way, we think that this year’s 
Reo experience demonstrates conclusive- 
ly that it is not necessary—in fact, that 
it is wrong, to bring out new models 
right in the middle of the busiest sea- 
son—June and July. That is the time 
when the greatest number of people 
want automobiles, and it certainly is 
ridiculous to close the plants to make 
the necessary changes in equipment, 
etc. They all told us that inasmuch as 
everybody else was doing it, Reo would 
also have to announce new models and 
prices in the middle of the season. We 
said we would not, simply because we 
could not. 

*‘We were curious to know if new mod- 
els, etc., would affect the Reo demand, 
and we were not a little surprised to 
find that it affected it not at all. If 
anything, the Reo demand increased. 

“The fall is the logical time to make 
any changes that may be desirable or 
necessary, and at that period would in- 
convenience the least number of buyers. 
For that reason, the Reo plan will be ad- 
hered to, and we are confident that other 
makers wilt adept it also, save in those 
cases where, because of having obsolete 
models or noncompetitive ones, they 
may be forced to do otherwise.”

Millions are 
made every day in the war game—on 
paper. 

Among war brokers the “dig game”’ 
is to sell—really sell—an order of rifles, 
cartridges, army shoes, horses or pic- 
ric. Blankets and woolen socks are 
also highly esteemed as profit-makers, 
when a bona fide deal can be made with 
the repesentatives of the countries at 
war. 

And if the war brokers are to be be- 
lieved there is no @ifficulty in sending 
supplies to Germany; not the least; just

All one needs to become a war broker 
is deskroom, optimism, a telephone or 
the use of a friend’s, more optimism, a 
smattering of knowledge regarding what 
supplies countries at war will buy, and 
a little more optimism. Of course, there 
are war brokers who know their busi- 
ness, but there are more who don’t. A 
reporter for the Post-Dispatch learned 
this yesterday during a two hours’ visit 
to the war brokerage district. An expert 
who went along pointed out half a dozen 
men who have really made money dur- 
ing the last year. He said that all the 
rest were either bluffing or were “nuts.” 


Mostly Thin-Air Industry. 


“The man who told the other fellow 
over the telephone that he had from 600 
to 20,000 tons of picric acid to sell,” said 
the Post-Dispatch man’s companion. 
who insisted that if his name were used 
it would kill his business, “probably 
couldn’t get half a ton of the explosive 
to save his life. He very likely over- 
heard someone say that he had been 
told by someone else that there were 
20,000 tons of the stuff in the market. 

“That is the kind of information on 
which some war brokers base their 
statements that they control large quan- 
tities of war material. If it were not so 
humorous it would be pathetic. At that, 
one will run across a lot of pathos down 
here. 

“Just. now there:is a great demand 
from the other side for rifles and cart- 
ridges. Within the last few weeks 
there has been a call for 6,000,000 Spanish 
Mausers, model of 1893; 2,000,000 so-called 
Russian Mausers, and inquiries for 1- 
900,000. or more British Lee-Enfield rifles. 

“Recently an inquiry from France for 
5,000,000,000 Lebel cartridges set the en- 
tire war supply district crazy. When 
you consider that these cartridges sel! 
for an average of $40 per 1000, you can 
understand what all the excitement was 
about. 

“There is a good demand for black 
powder cartridges that are worth about 
$17 per 1000. Speculators have a big lot 
of these in storage, and are selling then. 
for $2. Brokers who can’ find buyers 
get these for $26, and by the time they 
reach the war countries they bring $30. 
Old Springfields Wanted for Stocks. 

“A good deal of wonder was caused 
recently when inquiries began to come 
over for old-fashioned Springfield, mod- 
els of 1869-73-77-838. These are single- 
shot pleces, and no one could imagine 
who would want them in times like 
these. Finally it leaked out that one 
country was buying them for their 
stocks and barrels for made-over rifles. 
The sights on these 1883 models are all 
right, and will be used for modern guns. 
Understand, these old Springfields used 
to be bought for from % to 7 cents 
apiece. Since the demand for them be- 
came known, the price has jumped tu 
$7 and $8 each. 

“Recently there was a little flurry 
when it was learned that the Mexicans 
had something like 100 machine guns. 
Colt model of 1914, and all available. 
The list price of these guns is $650 each. 
They cost here more than double that 
figure, but when they get to the Euro- 
pean war country they will bring at 
least $2000 apiece. They are now coming 
here, and there is a scramble to get hold 
of, the lot. 

“Army shoes, well made of kip leath- 
er; with sewed soles and well studded, 
sell for $1.75 and $2 a pair in lots of 
1000 or more. Millions of pairs have 
been sent over during the last few 
months. Horses, blankets and woollen 
socks can be sold to the allies as fast 
or faster than they can be shipped, ana 
the profits are big.” 

The Post-Dispatch man’s informant 
said that when a big purchaser was lo- 
cated by the war brokers they settled 
down on him like a flock of vultures. 
The news travels by a system of wire- 
less that is marvelous in its celerity. He 
said he had known as many as 21 bro- 
kers to meet in an office, all on the 
same order. 

Foreign Agent Is Shadowed. 

If chrtridges are what is wanted by 
a foreign agent, he will look over the 
crowd and offer a brokerage of % 
cents per 1000, to be divided among the 
group. That is heart-breaking, and the 
crowd melts away. Finally the man who 
really acts as broker will get from 1% 
to 3 per cent for his pains, and that is 
not to be disdained when the order 
runs into millions of cartridges. 

A few days ago three women appeared 
in the war brokerage district and an- 
nounced that they would buy 5,000,000 
cartridges. They found a dozen brok- 
ers in less than an hour, each of whom 
was ready to sell the ammunition. There 
was much eacitement for a while. One 
of the women said she would go up to 
the Harriman National Bank to qual- 
ity. Later a telephone message was 
received by the waiting brokers stat- 
ing that the woman had decided it was 
too expensive a game to take a hand 
in. They offered profuse apologies. 

Brokers who can make genuine de- 
liveries, through a real knowledge of 

business, have made a lot of money 
uring the last year. One man, whose

ted him $160,000 in commissions. He 
was fortunate enough to have connec- 
tions with manufacturing houses, and 
he capitalized them early in the war 
game. 

One of the unsuccessful war brokers 
is a man, of high “business attainments 
who formerly held a place of impor- 
tance in the United States Government 
service at Washington. He tried to get 
contracts for blankets and woolen 


socks, but after several months of ei- 
fort gave it up, having sustained a loss 
of much time and considerable money.

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BRITAIN S POLICY 
TOWARD NEUTRALS 
NOT JUSTIFIABLE 


Former Corporation Counsel of 
New York Assails Sir Edward 
Grey’s Arguments. 


An argument against what he Calls 
Great Britain’s claim of “‘unlimited bel- 
ligerent rights over neutral commerce,”’ 


as embodied in the recent British note 
to the United States, is contained in the 
latest number of Bench: and Bar, a 
monthly law magazine published in New 
York. The writer is Archibald R. Wat- 
formerly corporation counsel of 
the city of New York. 

Watson praises the form and spirit of 
the British note, as contrasted with ‘“‘the 
awkward courtesy, absence of tact, con- 
troversial bungling and total ignorance 
of American sentiment” of Herr von 
Jagow’s notes. But he declares that Sir 
Edward Grey takes an untenable posi- 
tion when he seeks to justify Great 
Britain’s “‘oppressive and extraordinary 
measures’’ by a reference to Germany’s 
misdeeds. 

The State Department, Watson says, 
rightly characterized the British declar- 
ation of March 15 as “a practical asser- 
tion of unlimited belligerent rights over 
neutral commerce within the whole Eu- 
ropean area, and an almost unqualified 


denial of the sovereign rights of the na- | 
tions now at peace.” 
Question of Blockade. 

Analyzing the British note, the writer 
finds four different lines of argument, 
and presents his answers, as follows: 

(1) That this Government has con- 
ceded that such changes have oc- 
curred in naval warfare that “the 
form of close blockade, with its cor- 
don of ships in the immediate offing 
of the blockaded ports,’’ may be no 
longer practicable or necessary to 
constitute a lawful blockade. 

In answer to this, Watson says that 
the United States has never receded 
from the fundamental proposition that 
a blockade, to be recognized as such, 
must be “effective.’’ The implication 
that it has receded from that position 
is wholly unjustified. The blockade of 
a neutral port, he says, !s not a belliger- 
ent right. 

29 That the doctrine of “continu- 
ous voyage,” as applied by the Unit- 
ed States In the Civil War, estops 
us from disputing Great Britain’s 
right to intercept non-contraband 
goods destined to neutral ports. 
Watson takes up the Springbok case 

and the Peterhoff case, on which this 
argument is based, and argues that 
‘neither case involved articles, not con- 
traband, destined for neutral anda un- 
blockaded ports, which is tne issue of 
the present controversy.” 

Commerce Is Non-Contraband. 
The United States, he says, never 

sought to interfere with commerce in 
non-contraband, either between neutrals 
or between neutrals and belligerents in 
the absence of a lawfully constituted 
blockade. 

(3) That the requisite “standard 
of effectiveness’’ and certain other 
characteristics of a lawful block- 
ade have never been definitely fixed 
and agreed on. 

In this, Watson says, Lord Grey ar- 


gves that because a belligerent is at 
liberty to blockade an enemy port, 
which none can deny, he is also at lib- 
erty, in the absence of biockade, to 
adopt a course in respect of non-con- 
traband neutral goods, as if a blockade 
in fact existed. “This argument fails, 
of course,” says Watson, “because of 
involving the baseless assumption of a 
primary condition necessary to justify 
the consequential course."’ 

(4) That inasmuch as our aggre- 
gate volume of exports has been 
increased, rather than diminished, 
by conditions due to the war, in 
spite of Great Britain’s restrictions, 
we should not complain. 

“In the utmost friendliness of spirit,”’ 
says Watson, ‘“‘we may remind Great 
Pritain that with these statistics she 
need not concern herself at all; that the 
fact that the allies find it not only con- 
venient, but necessary. to purchase mu- 
nitions and supplies from certain citi- 
zens of the United States, does not con- 
fer upon the allies any right to limit 
the neutral trading rights“‘of any other 
citizens of the United States in any 
direction, or to any extent whatsoever. 
This argument, if indeed it may be so 
termed, need not be further pursued.” 

Extension of Contraband. 

He quotes Frederic R. Coudert of 
New York, a defender of the British 
position, as saying that if the American 
protest should be admitted, Great Brit- 
ain could attain its object by extending 
the contraband list indefinitely. Wat- 
son's answer is that such an alterna- 
tive would be as inexcusable as the 
course now pursued. In effect, he says, 
Great Pritain has already declared al! 
commerce contraband. 

“It would be unfortunate, in some re- 
spects,”” Watson writes, “if Great 
Britain should so conduct herself in the 
present war as to render it desirable 
that the United States should dispatch 
armed convoys with merchant ver ais 
flying the Stars and Stripes; but though

Teutons Crossed Ten Series of 
Wire Entanglements and Buried 
Mines in Attack. 


HEAVY FIGHTING AT NIGHT 


Last Fort Was Entered by Storm 


at 11 O’Clock—Pursuit 
Ended at 3 A. M. 


AUSTRO-HUNGARIAN HBAD- 
QUARTERS, via London, Aug. 28-— 
The fortress of Brest-lLitovsk was 
taken largely with the bayonet, ao- 
cording to details of the Teutonic 
storming of that stronghold received 
here. The Croatian and Cracow in- 
fantry are said to have distinguished 
themselves in charges against the 
southern and western fronts, «while 
the German reserve corps forced its 
way into the efitadel and town from 
the north. 

The Russians had, during the war, 
erected a new line of works beyond 
the swamps encircling the fortress, 
three to four kilometers outside the 
permanent fort girdle, 4 had forti- 
fled it strongly and provided it with 
10 series of barbed wire ‘*entangle- 
ments as well as a broad field of 
buried mines. 

The storming began late in the 
afternoon of Aug. 25. The infantry 
of Gen. von Ars advanced on both 
sides of the Biala Turnpike. They 
hewed their way with entrenching 
tools and gun butte through the en- 
tanglements under heavy rifle and 
machine gun fire, and charged the 
forts with the bayonet. 

The charge was irresistible. The 
cheering infantry in the gathering 
darkness charged fort after fort, ad- 


fields, and springing into the works, 
they engaged in a desperate hand- 


resisting Russia:%s. The last fort 
was taken by if o’clock at night. 
The Russian survivors across the 
Bug River were destroying the 
bridges behind them. The Austro- 
Hungarian forces pursued them vig- 
orously. The Teutonic troops reached 
the river at 3 o’clock in the morning 
where they were «wbliged to await 
the arrival of pontoons. The Ger- 
mans, in the meantime, attacking 
from the north, carried this sector 
of the fort girdle, and unhampered 
by the river, stormed the citadel and 
forced a way into the town. 
. The Russtans fired the city in their 
retreat. Most of the 58,000 inhabi- 
tants left “before the siege and only 
a few remain. The amount of spoils 
wae has not yet been ascertained.

Land Part of E. G. Lewis Hold- 
ings, Was Recently Acquired 
by Theodore Hemmelmann Jr. 


The University Park Real Estate Co.

Please give me the show points of 
white rock and barred rock cockerels 
and pullets. What is necessary in de- 
tail for birds to be prize winners?—R. 
W., St. Louis, 

A detailed officially correct descrip- 
tion of barred and white plymouth 
rocks and all other standard varieties 
appears in the American Standard 2of 
Perfection. This is a copyrighted work 
published by the American Poultry As- 
sociation. A copy can be secured from 
the secretary, S. T. Campbell, Mans- 
field, O., or from any poultry paper and 
from many poultry supply houses. The 
price is $2. It is worth several times as 
much to anyone who wants to breed 
poultry correetly, as I know you do. 
In fact, it is an indispensable book. The 
standard weights for plymouth rocks, 
both white and barred, are as follows: 

Cooks, 9% pounds; cockerels, § pounds; 
hens, 7% pounds; pullets, 6 pounds. 

The shape is the same in both varie- 
ties. The only difference is in color. 
Plymouth rocks are birds of moderate 
characteristics. They are medium in 
size or a little larger than that and they 
are medium in their shape characteris- 
tics. The comb is a single comb and 
rather small for the size of the bird. 
The ideal comb has five serrations, the 
middle one being a trifle larger than the 
others. The comb is smooth in texture 
and the serrations are regular and uni- 
form In shape and the wattles are rath- 
er long and should be smooth and this 
is true also of the Sar lobes. The back

yellow. There is a difference of opinion 
as to what is the real color of the barred 
rock, that is, to say, two breeders look- 
ing at the same bird wy! disagree about 
the coler of the bird that is actually 
befure them. Some claim it is black 
and white or gray and white and others 
claim that it is bluish black. The ap- 
pearance is that of a bluish cast cer 
tainly. The Standard says each feather 
is gray white crossed by dark parallel 
bars that are not quit black. The solor 
should be uniform aii over. The color 
of the male and female are the same ex- 
cept the hackle and saddle feathers of 
the male have the characteristics found 
in male birds. The Standard of Perfec- 
tion not only describes, but illustrates 
them as well. In any show room a bird 
that is under standard weight is cut 
two points for each pound and at the 
same ratio for lesc than a pound or more 
than a pound under the standard 
weight.

Cost of Eggs. 

Will you kinaiy tell me how many 
eggs a Missouri common hen will lay 
in the first two years? About what 
w ‘ it cost to raise a chick from the 
egg until she lays, if one has to buy 
his feed in this State? Does it pay 
to sell eggs at market prices and buy 

d, or does it pay better to buy 
spring chickens and keep them until 
they start to lay, instead of raising 
them?—J. R. M., Clayton, Mo. 

These are all interesting questions. 
Théy only admit, of course, of an ap- 
proximate answer. Some Missouri com- 
mon hens will lay twice as many eggs 
as others. 
be from 1% to 18 eggs a year. A hen 
wuiat lays 150 eggs or more is a good 
laying. hen. In the first two years, then, 
I should say a good fair Missouri com- 
mon hen should lay from 20 to #0 
eggs, much depending of course upon 
the original laying characteristics of 
the hen and upon the care she gets. 
In general I should say if you are buy- 
ing all your feed it will cost around 30 
cents to get the bird until the laying 


I believe the average will |%, 
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time. Of course, much depends upon | second 


the breed or variety and the time at 
which the puillet begins to lay. If she 
is a Leghorn pullet and she begins to 
lay at 4 or & months, the cost should 
not be as much as §0 cents, but if she 
is an Asiatic pullet and does not begin 
to lay until she is 7 or 8 months old, the 
cost will be more than 580 cents. 
Whether it pays in Missouri to sell 
eggs at market prices and buy feed de- 
pends upon how many eggs you get, 
and here, of course, there is very wide 
variation. If you get less than 100 
eggs it wouldn't pay. If you get more 
than 150 it would pay handsomely to 
buy feed at regular price and sell eggs 
at market price. In general, there is 
good, fair -profit tn it. If you get 160 
eggs In a year from a hen and sell 
eggs at 1% cents apiece that means 
$2.25. It ought not cost more than $1.50 
to feed a hen for a year, and besides 
you ought to make some profit from 
chickens that are raised by this hen, 
then if you discard the hen as a layer 
after she is 2 or 3 years of age, you 
have the carcass of the hen left. The 
suggestion you make about buying 
spring chickens instead of raising them 
is an interesting one. In some cases I 
believe it would pay to follow this 
course, especially if you live in a farm- 
ing community and can pick up good, 
vigorous pullets in the early fall at a 
fair price. Nowadays spring chickens 
often sell at pretty stiff prices on the 
market, especially in the large towns, 
so in many cases you would have to 
pay too much money for them, but if 


one hasn’t the facilities for raising the HE 


birds properly and can buy pullets at 
a reasonable price, that ought to be a 
very good plan. Of course, whether it 
would pay better to buy them than to 
raise them depends also in part upon 
other conditions. How much it costs to 
raise them depends upon the price of 
feed and upon the success you have 
in hatching and raising them to ma- 
turity. If you have fertile eggs and 
hatch most of the chicks’ and practially 
all live to maturity, it hasn’t cost you 
much to raise the chicks, but if the 
eggs are low in fertility and you lose 
quite a number of the chicks, of course 
it has cost you more to raise to ma- 
turity those that you do raise.

SHOWS STRONG 
UPWARD DRIFT 


Week’s Quotations Show Wide 
Gains; Trade Expects Bullish 
Crop Report. . 


Tomorrow the Government condition 
report of the cotton crop on Aug. 2 will 
be issued. This report will be compared 
with a condition of 75.3 on July 1915, 
and @ condition of 78 on Aug. %5, 1914. 
Last year the condition on Aug. & was 
16 better than on July 3, and 5.6 bet- 
ter than the average of 10 years on 
Aug. The August condition last 
year foreshadowed a big crop, the 
greatest ever produced, \ 

The average deterioration from July 
2% to Aug. 4% for W years prior to last 
season, which may be omitted as an 
unusual season, Was 6.6. Such a de- 
terioration this year would mean a fre- 
port of 68.7, and this would be consid- 
ered as véry bullish by the trade, In 
1913 the August condition was 68.2 and 
the average yield 6f lint cotton per 
acre was 152 lbs. The present acreage, if 
yielding about the same number of 
pounds per acre, would produce.a com- 
mercial crop of, at least 13)000,000 bales 
of ‘cotton. ; 

The general idea of what the condition 
report will show is probably between 
70 and 71, and the market probably has 
discounted such a figure; anything low- 
er than 70 will probably start an ad- 
vance in the market. 

. The Weather Report. 

The National Weather and Crop Bul- 
lletin says of the week ending Aug. 24: 
“Over the Eastern and Central districts 
of the cotton belt the weather was dis- 
tinctly favorable. Timely rains relieved 
any need for moisture, and the warm 
weather favored growth and ripening. 
Picking is now in progress over the 
southern districts, and bolls are opening 
over the extreme northern portion. To 
the westward of the Mississippi River, 
heavy rains and high winds near the 
close of last week and during the early 
portion of the present week caused much 
damage in Eastern Texas, the cotton 
being blown from the open bolls and 
destroyed, while the later planted was 
tadiy blown down and otherwisé in- 
jured. In Arkansas and Oklahoma the 
weather was genérally too cool for the 
best development of the crop and heavy 
rain caused additional damage.’ 

Since this report was issued there have 
been continued heavy rains in Texas and 
Arkansas and Oklahoma, especially in 
the last few days. While this last bad 
weathér will not figure in the crop con- 
dition report to be issued Monday, it 
will be an additional bullish factor, 
should the report show a heavy low con- 
dition. 

According to Secretary Hester of the 
New Orleans Cottoh Exchange, the con- 
sumption of American cotton last year 
was 13,900,000 baléS, or nearly 1,500, 
ales more than was estimated at the 
beginning of last season. Without ques- 
tion, the consumption of cotton is on the 
increase, and no small crop of cotton is 
needed to maintain a proper supply; the 
facilities for carrying a large supply of 
cotton are better than ever before, and, 
if the present large surplus is carried 
without great loss to the producer, the 
whole system of marketing the cotton 
crp may be changed. It has always 
been a source of regret that the cotton 
farmer suffered when his crops were 
full, and made no more from a large 
crop than a small one. Such a condition 
compels the producer to assume the at- 
titude of arbitrarily demanding a high 
end fictitious price for his cotton (which 
he seldom realizes) and compels the 
spinner to take advantage of the fu]! 
years and crowd the price of cotton to 
the lowest possible level. 

War Is Factor, 

If this war has brought about the 
custom of warehousing and carrying 
forwafd each year double the surplus 
of cotton that we have been accts- 
tomed to, it has created a condition 
that will be beneficial to the whole 
trade. The farmer will not have to 
market his surplus, in a big crop 
year, at heartbreaking prices, but 
can store it for better days: and the 
spinner, having always before him 
even in a short crop year, a plentiful 
supply of cotton, will not be afraid 
to éxtend his business to his great- 
ést capacity, 

Such a_ condition of supply - will 
create a larger demand and steadier 
markets. May it not be true that the 
coming winter will see more stable 
prices than for a long time Past? 
Ixcept for the decreased demand, 
which is fast increasing, such an 
ideal condition as just outlined may 
be said to exist. Plenty of warehouse 
room, plentiful money, readjusted 
insurance, big crops of ‘foodstuffs 
our domestic spinners running ful 
time, and foreign spinners increasin 
their running time every da » wit 
a plentiful supply of cotton ahbaa of 
them, What ig there in such a condi- 
tion to depress prreee! It may prove 
the greatest stabilizer of prices, ana 
more stable pricés will enable’ the 
Spinners to take out of théir busi- 
ness the ey to whith they are.en- 
titled, with a mihimum of risk: and 
will enable the farmer to comme near 
an estimate of the cost of producing 
c@&tton, ohiora t he has never been 
able heretofore to do, and so shape 
meer pom aeny.

HE most dramatic point of my tennis career was made in England —

OME years ago when I was considered the champion bowler of New 
Jersey my services were sought to bowl at the opening of what were 
to be the finest alleys in Newark and a match was arranged between 

Chess Dumas, the New York crack, and myself. It was to be the best 
three in five games for a substantial 
side bet. There was a big crowd pres- 
ent when the match started, the New- 
ark fans rooting for me and bettng 
whatever they could get down with the 
New. York contingent that had come 
over to back Dumas. 

The match finally stood two and 
two, each of us winning two games 
and when the fifth and final game was 
started the rooters were waving their 
hats and cheering us both on to 
victory.

T was my privilege to witness the finest exhibition of nerve any man 
|] ever saw in « lifetime when I was Captain of the American rifle team 
that won the Palma trophy and the championship gf the world at 
Ottawa, Canada, on Sept. 7, 1907. That team established a world’s record 


of 1712 out of a possible 1800 for the 
eight men shooting. The previous_best 

score at the same ranges—800, 900 and 

1000 yards—had been 1530. 

The highest individual score ever 
made up to that time at these dis- 
tances had been 218, 15 shots at each 
range. Ordnance Sergeant George 
E. Byrant, of the 23d Infantry, Brook- 
lyn, had made 74 at 800 yards out of | 
75; 71 out of 75 at 900 yards and 
started to shoot at 1 yards. He made 
five bullseyes in his first five shots 
and on his sixth shot he turned to me 
and motioned with his finger that the 
shot had been low. Sure enough, 
when it was spotted the shot was a 4 at

OR the last few days on any downtown

“Aha!” the observer may have said sherlockianly to 
himself.

“The annual training 
cruise of reserve organizations 
from this State, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, South 
Carolina and Washingten, D. C., 
started July 9-on board the bat- 
tleships Kentucky, Philadelphia 
and Kearsarge, the Missouri 
contingent going on the Ken- 
tucky. . 

The ship was manned by eight 
officers and 200 men of the navy 
and the reservists when it steamed 
out of Philadelphia harbor for Gard-

according to his rank, except that the reserve officers 
were in command and the regulars acted simply as ad 
visers and instructors. 

Commander G. F. Schwartz of St. Louis was made 
auxiliary officer and Lieut. Elson, also of St. Louis, 
was chief ordnance officer, whose duty it was to plan 
the details and conduct target practice. Right well did 
he perform his task, too, for he is a Naval Academy 
graduate and served in the navy through the Spanish 
war. P 


If the reservists anticipated a pink tea outing they 
were disappointed. They gere told that they were ex- 
pected to work, and work they @id. From the moment 
the Kentucky cast off, the officers went after the men 
to whip them in shape for what they had to do. Lieut. 
Elson spent four days drilling them in the part each 
was to play when time for target practice came, and 
they were ready to the minute. 

Beginning at 9:15 every morning, the reservists were 
put through a rigorous and spirited drill, driven all the 
time at top speed. In the afternoon they were given 
an hour and a quarter more of it and at night, from 8 
to 9 they had to go through signal drills and attend 
“school.” It is confidentially reported that when they 
did get to their hammocks no man complained of in- 
sompia.

When tke day for target practice came, the men went 
about their work like veterans. The chief contest was 
shooting at a target 1600 yards away with 65-inch guns 
when the ship was moving at 6 knots, and it was here 
that they excelled, tying the New Jersey reservists. 

Then they got shore leave for two days in which to 
inspect the great Atlantic fleet. After that, Uncle Sam’s 
paymaster came around and distributed $7000 among 
them, to cover their expenses from the time they left 
Missouri until they returned. , 

The reservists came back full of enthusiasm and 
strange language. Since then they gather repeatedly at 
their armory at Ferry street and recount their experi- 
ences. 

Fourteen of the 18 officers of the Missouri Naval

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Most Terrible of African Monsters 


Voted naturalist, who spent many years 
studying largest of man-apes, tells 
of thrilling incident when buffalo 
chase brought party into stalking 
grounds of huge beast a oe

F all the denizens of the great forests of 
tropical Africa there is none that inspires 
such deep awe in the minds of those who 
live or travel in the bush as the gorilla. 
While many of the stories told of him 
may be far-fetched or overdrawn, there is 
an element of truth in most of them and 

ose who best know him agree that he is the greatest 
rror to be encountered in the whole domain of the 
ngle. 
His uncanny likeness to mankind and his equally hu- 
an-like actions make it easy for anyone to imagine 
at he has all the other human attributes that the na- 
ves ascribe to him, and the very name, njina, by which 
> is known to certain tribes, implies that he is of an 
ferior race of human beings. 

Although some of those tribes have lived for count- 

ss generations in the same localities with the gorilla 
ney know but little of his home life or domestic habits. 
Che main reason for this t is that the ape is the 
nost alert and cunping of all the animals in the bush. 
ie is a pastmast in woodcraft, suspicious of every 
)ther creature and has such a ferocious temper when 
rovoked that he is a very dangerous and difficult sub- 
‘ect to study at close range. I frankly confess that he 
s, to my mind, the most appalling adversary that I 
lave ever confronted and while it is an easy matter to 
listort and exaggerate certain facts that we know of 
him, it would be difficult to invent anything more novel 
or startling than the simple truth about this unique 
bpeast. 

From my own experience with gorillas, during a life 
of more than twenty years among them, I have much 
loubt about their being so aggressive as they are com- 
monly supposed to be; but that same experience has 
long since convinced me that when provoked they are 
perfect demons incarnate. Twice I have been face 
0 face with them in close proximity, and the memory of 
-hose two occasions will long suffice as thrillers for me. 

Don’t let this meek confession mislead you into the 
aasty conclusion that I am overtimid, for I have looked 
straight into the eyes of death more times than I needa 
nere to recount and am not a novice in the realm of 
langer. 

As the gorilla and chimpanzee have so long been my 
special subjects of study and research I have naturally 
ought to find the localities in which they abound, and 
o that end, during the dry season of almost every year 
of my sojourn in Africa, I have made a journey of 
vome weeks into various regions in pursuit of them. On 
ne of these trips I traversed a vast area of the Akeli 
orest, which is very sparsely populated by human 
eings, and stopped two days at a small village near 
he Asyria borders to rest my porters and let them wash 
heir clothes. 

As we sat grouped about the village fire that evening 
ny inquiries concerning the apes elicited many quaint 
ind thrilling stories of those strange nomads of the 
‘orest. Among other stories was one that recounted, in 
rraphic details, the various aspects of a recent tragedy 
n which one of the stalwart hunters of that tribe had 
seen the victim in a mortal combat with a monster go- 
‘illa near that village. With a loud yell the ape struck 


he man a stunning blow, 


ihe 
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e 
trunk of the big tree and almost at the same instant 
came a sound that shook the very earth under our 
feet. At a glance I recognized the dark form as that 
of a monster gorilla in the act of assaulting us. As 
he came from behind the stem of the tree he assumed 
an erect posture, his chin thrust forward, his flabby 
lips relaxed, showing the enormous canine teeth under 
them; and his arms widely extended, with the right 
slightly higher than his head and the left one about the 
level of his hip. Every hair on his body appeared to 
stand erect from the surface, while that on his head 
alternately arose and fell with tremulous rapidity. 

Apparently conscious of his superior strength and sure 
of his murderous aim, he came at us with a firm, de- 
liberate stride that was almost stately ahd at the same 
time gave vent to the most terrific and blood-curdling 
scream I had ever heard from the lungs of any living 
thing. The whole combination of form, action and 
sound together presented to my startled senses the most

in a tremor or fear, but with the calm conviction that 
a life must be sacrificed in the crisis now at hand; for 
it was certain that neither belligerent, at this juncture, 
dared retreat. As the native hunter was directly in 
line between me and the brute, there was danger of my 
shooting him in trying to ward off the attack, and the 
certainty of his fate, if that monster should land one 
of his terrible blows in a vital spot, caused me to hesi- 
tate. 

Knowing the uncertainty of a flint-lock gun, loaded 
with coarse trade powder and slugs of broken pot metal, 
I felt no reliance upon the hunter and yelled at him to 
jump aside, and, as I spoke, I raised my rifle to shoot; 
but at that moment came a flash from his gun, with a 
huge cloud of smoke and the roar of a cannon. 

Then I saw the great beast stagger, rear his russet 
head far back until his face was turned toward the sky 
above him, clap both his hands upon the gaping wound, 
from which the blood was pouring in profusion, mean- 
while he heaved a long, deep 
sigh that verged upon a 
groan, then reeled half-way 
around, as if he meant to 
retire from the scene, and 
fell upon his left side on 
the ground. As he fell he 
turned his big, dark eyes 
upon us, and in them was an 
appealing look, rather than 
one of reproach or of defi- 
ance.

The tribe has moved many times and at great di 
tances since old Black Wolf kindled the blaze, bi 
the older Creeks say the same fire is still burnir 
and has never been permitted to go out. The tep 
which shelters it is of buckskin, tanned by a secr 
process and thoroughly waterproof. A few whi 
men have seen its outside in years gone by, but nor 
has ever been permitted within it. Night and da 
winter and summer, the blaze sends its thin colum 
of smoke upwards.

The American intervention of August, 
1915, is linked historically with events 
in Haiti of 180 years ago perhaps more closely than 
anything that is at present going on in Europe is 
related to the Europe of 130 years ago. The links 
that bind them are periods of violence, massacre and 
torture. Haiti is a fertile land and it may well be, 
for it has been drenched with tears and blood for 
considerably more than 3 century. 

Curiously enough, it was not until recently tht 
a complete story of the eclipse of the white race in 
the western section of the island has been told. 
Hundreds of volumes have been printed about the 
early revolutions, most of them grouped about the 
little known personglity of the “Black Napoleon,” 
Toussaint Louverture, but it has remained for an 
American, T. Lothrop Stoddard of Harvard, to as- 
semble all the available bibliography and documents 
relating to the time and to summarize them in a 
single volume, “The French Revolution in San 
Domingo,” (Houghton Mifflin Co.) 

San Domingo, as it formerly was called, was once 
the richest French colonial possession. When it 
was discovered by the Spaniards, it was populated 
by 2,000,000 Indians, who were exterminated by the 
hardships of slavery and the ruthless greed of the 
conquistadores. 

As the Indians died off they were replaced by negro 
slaves. English and French pioneers in other .Car- 
ribean islands who had been driven away by the 
Spaniards, settled on the northern coast and the 
nearby islands of Tortuga. They subsisted on the 
flesh of wild cattle and from 
this became known as buc- 
caneers, from the French 
word bucan, meaning smoked 
meat. 

« Originally they were pirati- 
cal folk, preying on Spanish 
commerce, but as the years 
went on, they found an easier 
booty at their doors, attain- 
able without the perils of 
storm and battle. They had 
strayed upon a land so rich 
in natural resources that its 
like was scarcely known any: 
where else under the sun. 
Only a modicum of labor was 
necessary to make it produc- 
tive and they did not even 
have to perform this labor 
themselves, for African slaves 
could be bought very cheaply. 

Except for the northern 
(fringe of the island, the 
climate was pestilential, par- 
ticularly during the summer 
months. Here the buccaneers 
lived. The rest of the terri- 
tory they peopled with slaves, 
and if the negroes died off 
by thousands, yet other thou- 
sands were imported to take 
their places. This accounts 
for the fact that of some 
half million slaves in San 


in Africa until they had reached adult years. 

The enormous profits made by the slave-holding 
buccaneers from sugar, tobacco, indigo and other 
natural products early attracted other settlers from 
France. Adventurous spirits, for the most part, they 
went out to the island in the expectation of making 
fortunes within a few years. They were of all classes, 
from the highest nobility to the riff-raff of Paris 
streets 

Between them and the descendants of the buc- 
caneers there was a perpetual social feud. They 
were called Europeans and the “native sons” were 
known as Creoles, although both factions were of 
pure white blood. Indeed nowhere else in the world 
was so sincere an effort made to prevent the admix- 
ture of white and negro blood in lawful marriage as 
in the San Domingo families. While in the early 
days concubinage with negro women was almost uni- 
versal, marriage between a white person and one in 
whom the slightest trace of negro blood could be 
found, meant’ not only social ostracism for both, but 
also involved severe penalties under the law. 

- Unfortunately for the future of the island it was 
intermarriage and not miscegenation that was con- 
sidered disgraceful and criminal. As a result, a 
numerous race of mulattoes sprang up. These usual- 
ly followed the cstate of the mother, If she was a 
slave, they were slaves; if she was free, they were 
fre€. Gradually they began to form an intermediate 
class between the whites and the negroes. Some of 


ee 
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the height of its affluence. Its wealthy 
families were wealthy beyond belief. They lived 
in incredible luxury, ate the richest foods, drank 
the finest wines, decorated themselves with the cost- 
Mest jewels—in short, became an aristocracy of 
wealth which dazzled even Paris, when they visited 
the French capital. 

The men were tall, arrogant, handsome, indolent, 
masterful. The women were remarkable for their 
beauty. The children were educated at the best 
colleges and universities in France. But the feunda- 
tion of it all was. slavery. 

At that time, San Domingo was populated by ap- 
proximately 50,000 white persons, as many more free 
mulattoes and about 500,000 pure negro slaves. In 
other words, only one of every 12 persons was of the 
dominant race. 

It was only by exercise of the most arbitrary power 
that the whites could control the others. The slight- 
est infraction of discipline by one of the subordinate 
blood was punished with the utmost severity. Un- 
believable ‘stories of the cruelty of the masters 
have been told, yet while doubtless there was a founda- 
tion of truth in them, for the most part they prob- 
ably were exaggerated. 

As the mulattoes rose in wealth they, too, began 
sending their children to Europe to be educated, and 
it was there that the first leaven of discontent began 
to work. In France there was no race prejudice. 
The mulatto who was treated as the equal of the 
most exclusive patrician in Paris, could never again 

endure with patience the. 
contemptuous superiority of 
the meanest white perso in. 
his own land, *

In the paroxysm of dem: 


French revolution, the mul-

The beginning of the end 
came when a group known 
as “The Friends of the 
Blacks” forced through the 
French National Assembly a 
decree which enfranchised 
all tax payers in the islands. 
This meant the political 
equality of free mulattoes 
and negroes with the whites,

HEN, a little time since, an American 
woman died in Rome, she virtually 
brought to its last chapter the story 
of a European family whose roman- 
tic and historic importance, reaching 
back to the tenth century, is rivaled 
by hardly another. She left as heir, 

this New York girl, a frail daughter, who must be 
known as ‘the last of the Cenci. In her a name goes 
down that has been famous for a thousand years. Blood 
whose course, we are told, had been clearly followed 
since the fourth century, is lost through ber in other 
streams by other names. 

Who that has read has not sighed over the ruin of the 
Cenci? The lovely and romantic Beatrice; her conspir- 
ing brothers; Francesco, her unhappy father; the cold 
Pope Clement VIII; and Bernardino, the boy whom 
apostolic anger spared for his youth to perpetuate the 
name—who since Shelley has not known them’ Today 
they foc{s their fate on earth tn this young woman, 
half Amtrican, with whose marriage the great old name 
must be lost, or in whose end, without issue, the very 
stock must perish utterly. 

It is perhaps a strange mutation which brings this 
freat name to an end in a gir!

herself led the assassins to his chamber and, when they 
hesitated, showed them the way by striking the first 
blow. 

Historical records of this famous affair of the six- 
teenth century prove that instead of being a virtuous 
girl of 18, Beatrice was a wayward, headstrong young 
woman of 22. Her father was not the monster he is 
pictured, but was an average sort for his time. All of 
his sons had turned out scoundrels. His oldest daugh- 
ter had married a worthy man and he wag anxious that 
Beatrice should do likewise. 

Beatrice, however, fell in love with a sort of upper 
servant in her father’s household. .When her father dis- 
covered their intimacy, he banished the servant and took 
a horsewhip to his daughter, a not uncommon Italian 
punishment for offenses of the kind. Beatrice is believed 
to have given birth to a child and, in an agony of ter- 
ror lest her father learn of it and kill her, she planned 
to have him removed. 

It was easy to get accomplices. The banished stew- 
ard was willing te help, because he hoped that with 

the father out of the way, Beat- 


‘from a country which lay, in the 
days of the family’s greatest 
glory, beyond the limits of the 
world of men’s imaginings. Yet 
being so, it is only another epi- 
pode in keeping with those gone 
. before. 

The last of the Cenci is a 
‘child of the Lorillard-Spencers, 
a family old enough as things 
are in this new world, but green 
in truth compared to that ancient 
name. It is the claim of the 
Cenci that their family originated 
-from one Marco Cencio, a Roman 
prefect of the fourth century. 
However this may be, certain it is 
that more than a thousand years 
‘ago a member of the Cenci fam- 
fly was Pope, and that two mem- 
ders since have occupied the apos- 
folic chair and proclaimed their 
vicarage of God on earth, notably 


rice would marry him, bringing 
him wealth and social position.

Their explanation was accepted 
for four months, until suspicon 
was aroused, according to. one 
legend, by the discovery of blood-stained sheets in the 
castle. One of the murderers was arrested and con- 
fessed. Beatrice, her brothers, step-mother and the 
other assassins were arrested. 

At the trial the murder was admitted. Beatrice’s law- 
yer tried to free his client on the grounds of justifiable 
homicide, by alleging that Cenci had committed certain 
crimes towards his daughter. It is significant, however,

that Beatrice never made these charges herself and that 
while subsequently she admitted everything else under 
torture, she resolutely denied this. 

All the defendants were tortured and put to death. 
Beatrice was beheaded in Rome Sept. 11, 1599. As she 
ascended the scaffold, she contemptuously refused to 
permit the excutioner to prepare her for the death 
stroke, baring her neck and lifting her hair out of the 
way with her own hand. 

The Shelley version of the story, however, is the ac- 
cepted one of romance. A portrait of a turbaned 
woman, said to be by Guido Reni, the painter, long be 
lieved a portrait of Beatrice, and an exquisite marble 


statue of Beatrice by Harriet Hosmer, the St. Louis 


sculptor, are among the most notable 
contributions of this legend to art. 
The statue was carved in Rome for 
the St. Louis Mercantile Library in 
1857. 

The fortunes of the family in the 
intervening centuries form a chron- 
icle too extended for this space, fasci- 
nating though it might prove. Let us 
omit it and bring ourselves at once 
to the person of Don Virginio Cenci, 
Prince of Vicovaro, and the last male 
member of that line. 

In 1870, when Eleanor Lorillard 
Spencer of New York was in Paris 
with her father, Lorillard Spencer the 
first, she met the Italian prince, a 
great, handsome man of cosmopolitan 
history and air. The Prince and the 
American girl became engaged after 
a brief enough courtship and were 
married when the cloud of the

HENEVER I go to a ball game and 
hear the wolves in the bleachers 
howling “Kill the umpire!” I feel 
like crawling into the nearest hole 
amd pulling the*hole if after me. I 
can see the air’as thick with stones 

al as with raindrops, and I can still 
feel that old familiar “bupp!” as when some well-di- 
rected dornick used to knock me from under my hat. 
Umpiring is a great life, so it is—not. 

When an umpire gets into a city, bowed down with 
the weight of the armor plate which he uses on the field 
of carnage, he can say with truth, “I haven’t 
got a friend in this city. There’s not a man 
here would loan me a nickel. I’m an out- 
cast.” 

I’ve been an umpire in a good many leagues 
in my day—from the Land League down to 
the Spinster’s League, where they bat .911 and 
never catch anything but a cold—and I’ve 
noticed a few things. I’ve felt things, too. I 
wouldn’t look nearly so old if it hadn’t been 
for umpiring. I’m considerably over 50 and I ~ 
look all of 45. It’s terrible! 

Well, anyway, one of the things I’ve 
noticed is that the further an umpire 
gets into the bushes the more particu- 
lar the club owners get. In the big 
leagues the umpire is supposed to 
know what to do, and he does it— 
sometimes. But when he gets over 
his head in the sticks, he’s handed a 
list of rules and regulations that he’d 
have to go to college to learn. And 
when he’d have them learned his eyes 
would be ruined from overstudy, so 
that he wouldn’t be able to tell a 
strike from a June bug. 

“An umpire should not dine with 
the players—nor on them. 

“An umpire should always use his 
own toothbrush when possible. He 
should always carry one clean collar. 

“He should never bandy words with 
the spectators. If they should crown 
him with a pop bottle, let him re- 
member that it is only their way of 
expressing the joy in their innocent hearts. 

“He should never use abusive language to a ball play- 
er If he rules a player off the grounds, and the player 
refuses to go, let him call a policeman to eject him If 
the policeman cannot eject the player, let him call the 
reserves. He'll need them for his own protection. 

“He must not try to borrow money from players or 
club managers He would not get it, anyhow.” 


Everyone likes to ride the poor ump, and those that 
have the least ability do it most. I’ve seen good men 
—pitchers who had everything but a mustache—get 
along fine with the umpires. And I’ve seen bushers 
with nothing on the ball but the stitches, and others who 
couldn’t hit a barrel if it were rolled at them, crabbing 
the umpires every game they played. 

Sometimes the ump is to blame—but not always. And 
that reminds me. 

One Sunday, back in Chincinnati, we were playing 
a game before a crowd of about 11,000 people. Mc- 
Quaid was the man slated to umpire, but he got sick 
and couldn’t show up. Bancroft, business manager of 
the club, and Patsy Tebeau, the then manager of the 
Cleveland club, finally decided on an umpire who lived 
in Covington, Ky. 

Well, for about five innings everything was rosy. 
Crowd in good humor, players full of pepper. But about 
the fifth inning the ump began to blow, and prt re- 
verse English on decisions. At last, after one particu- 
larly raw decision, the spectators began to climb out 
of the stands onto the field. Some of them started 
to throw things, and the whole mob surged toward the 
umpire. Two men who worked around the grounds 
got hold of a very long rope and ran out with it in order 
to head the crowd off and drive it back into the stands. 


That’s where they made their fatal mistake. When 
the ump saw that rope he thought they were going to 
hang him. He turned tail and got out so fast that his 
feet only hit the high places. The last thing seer of 
him he was passing through Cumingsville, seven miles 
away, his ears pointed up wind and his coat tails stand- 
ing straight out behind. And at that time he was just 
settling down to run. The Chief of Police found him 
next day and took him home in an airship. 

But what happened to me was worse. Listen to this 
and you'll laugh.

One day when I was about disgusted I got a tele- 
gram from the Tri-State League, offering me $500 a 
month if I’d come there and umpire. The Tri-State 
at that time was an outlaw league; and it meant that 
I’d have to do the loop-the-loop act. I went to a friend 
of mine and asked him what I’d better do. 

“Why, you big dub,” he said, “jump!” 

I did; and a few days afterward I found myself with 
the outlaws. The first game I umpired in that lgague 
went 17 innings. Fine! Nota kick. The second game 
went 14 innings. Great! Not a whisper. I was going 
along in that league like a house afire. The league 
owners congratulated me. What do you think of that? 
The league owners congratulated the poor umpire. I 
felt like a rookie who has just struck out Ty Cobb. But 
it didn’t fool me out of a sense of my position. 


“Don’t,” I told them. “Never congratulate an umpire. 
Today he’s a prince and tomorrow he’s a bum.” 

I was elated over it, though, and I think I had good 
cause to be. But pride goeth before a fall, as the Good 
Book says. And the next game—bing! 

The game was at Williamsport, Pa., and before a 
big crowd. Williamsport had a fast team in. those 
days, and a great many of the players afterward became 
famous in baseball. Well, along about the middle of 
the game the visiting team was leading by a few runs.

When I 
went into the little shelter at one side 
of the field to change my shoes five 
policemen surrounded me to escort me 
from the field.

Haiti: Grave of 50,000 White Men 


oes in the island in November, 1889, framed addresses 
lemanding their rights. The framers were promptly 
‘ynched. A colonial assembly was formed which de- 
led the French Government. A group of mulattoes 
‘aised an armed rebellion which was quickly sup- 
yressed; its leader, Oge, was publicy broken on the 
vheel, scores of his supporters were hanged and others 
vere sentenced to long imprisonment. 

“Paris,” says Stoddard, “hailed Oge as a martyr to 
iberty.” A more stringent enfranchisement bill was 
»xassed, which again met with defiance by tht Colonials. 
The mulattoes once more arose in the west, while in 
he north a negro insurrection, fomented by voodoo 
yriests, broke out. 

Whites upon scattered plantations were ruthlessly 

nurdered. The most horrible atrocities were perpet- 
‘ated upon white women and children. Thousands of 
jlantations were ravaged by fire. A party of Colonial 
suards from Le Cap’ Francais, then the most important 
sity of the island, was surprised by negroes, whose 
,jtandard was the body of a white child impaled on a 
‘pear, and were massacred. Within two months more 
han 2000 whites had been slaughtered, 1000 plantations 
aad been destroyed and 1200 persons reduced from 
»pulence to abject poverty. Negro stockades were dec- 
yrated with the skulls of prisoners who had been tor- 
ured and then slain. 
_ Frightened by the excesses of the negroes, the mulat- 
oes formed a temporary alliance with the whites. It 
lid not last long, for the mulattoes became convinced 
%f white treachery. They captured and sacked Port au 
“rince. As they marched to battle they wore cockades 
nade from the ears of white men and women. 


The French Government then appointed three com- 
nissioners, who tried in vain to reconcile the warring 
‘actions. Once more the Jacobins in France forced 
through a decree extending the franchise to negroes, 
although warned by the colonists that it would only 
fan the revolt. 

' Three more commissioners were sent to the island, 
shief of whom was Sontltonax, most radical of aboli- 
‘ionists. Sonthonax preferred the cause of the negroes 
and mulattoes to that of the anti-slavery whites. The 
‘‘olonial Assembly was dissolved. Port au Prince was 
mice more stormed by mulatto and negro troops who 
plundered and murdered at will. 

_ Le Cap was captured, thousands were deported and 
led to America, while other thousands were killed. The 
‘sity was devastated by fire, amd Sonthonax proclaimed 
‘mancipation to all the negroes. Then war broke out 


between France and England and Sonthonax returned 
to Paris. ) 

English intervention for a time stopped the slaughter 
and restored the island to something like former con- 
ditions. The respite was of short duration, for it saw 
the rise of Toussaint. Louverture. 

Toussaint was then 52 years old, son of a Guinea 
negro and a San Domingo negress. With extraordinary 
ability he succeeded in bringing under his command 
more than a dozen independent negro chiefs, each of 
whom had a large following. Striking with lightning 
rapidity he succeeded in driving the English to the 
water’s edge, where they remained impotent until peace 
was declared with France. By this time, Toussaint had 
made himself practically the master of the island. 


Foreseeing the inevitable conflict with Napoleon, 
Toussaint quickly conquered the Spanish section of 
Santo Domingo, gradually strengthening his hold over 
the other negro generals, and welding their forces into 
a compact, well-armed mass. By the exercise of diplo- 
macy, he succeeded in staving off French intervention 
for several years, until finally Napoleon decided to quit 
parleying with him and sent an army to subdue the 
island. 

In the meantime, the mulattoes had become defiant of 
Toussaint’s power and a terrible war of extermination 
was waged between them, @atil the mulattoes were 
almost annihilated, a remnant of 700 fleeing with their 
leader, Rigaud, to Cuba. Toussaint’s chief Lieutenant, 
Dessalines, was instructed to “pacify” the mulatto sec- 
tions, which he did by destroying mulattoes, men, wom- 
en and children, some 10,000 of whom were tortured to 
death. : 

Napoleon sent Gen.- Leclerc, his brother-in-law, to San 
Domingo with an army of 20,000 veteran troops. Le- 
clerc struck quick and hard. Simultaneous landings 
were made at Le Cap, Port au Prince and other places. 
Toussaint and his subordinates were defeated in every 
battle. They retired to’ mountain fastnesses, which 
were faken one after the other, but in every case the 
negroes signalled their last stand by massacring all the 
white persons they were able to seize. In one place 
alone they left a hecatomb of 500 white bodies; in 
another 800 white men, women and children were first 
tortured and then slain. 

“Toussaint and Dessalines both surrendered. There

In the meantime, an ally more powerful than any 
they could have asked, helped the rebels. Yellow fever 
broke out among the European Soldiers. They died by 
the hundreds and the thousands. Reports of the time 
showed that from 100 to 120 soldiers were dying every 
day. Of a total landing force of 28,000 only 4500 were 
fit for duty when Leclerc himself succumbed. 

Then war again broke out between France and En- 
gland. ‘The soldiers on San Domingo surrendered to 
the English. “Of the 50,000 soldiers sent hither,” says 
Stoddard, “during those short two years, only a few 
thousand ever saw France again.” 

Upon the departure of the French troops, Dessalines 
proclaimed himself emperor. He promised amnesty to 
all white persons who chose to remain and many of 
them took him at his word. But Dessalines was scarce- 
ly firmly seated in power when. he issued an order for 
the massacre of all whites left in the island. 


The murder began in Port au Prince early in January, 
1804. On March 17 and 18, the whités were “finished 
off en masse.” “All,” Stoddard quotes the letter of a 
Frenchman of the time, “without exception, have been 
massacred down to the very women and children. Mme. 
de Boynes was killed in a peculiarly horrible manner. 
A young mulatto named Fifi Pariset ranged the town 
like a madman, searching the houses to kill the little 
children. Many of the men and women were hewed 
down by Sappers, who hacked off their arms and smashed 
in their chests. Some were poniarded, others mutilated, 
others ‘passed on the bayonet,’ others disemboweled 
with knives and sabers, still others stuck like pigs. At 
the beginning a great number were drowned. I believe 
that there are not 20 whites still alive, and these not 
for long.” 

Of the 50,000 whites living in Haiti only a few years 
before, only 20 were there alive when this letter was 
written in 1804. From that time until today no con- 
siderable number of whites has been permitted there. 
And in all the dark days since then, no ruler of Haiti 
has come into power except through blood and violence, 
and none has gone out of power, except by the way he 
came. Of the population today, less than 10 per cent 
are mulattoes.

its long and close-fitting lines, and 
again with pleats and draperies at the 
sides it approaches the semblance of a 
polonaise.
